(b)  REMOVAL,  TO  SUITABLE  PREMISES  OP  PERSONS  IN 
NEED  OF  CARE  AND  ATTENTION. 

No  person  was  compulsorily  removed  under 
Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act. 

As  suitable  private  arrangements  had  been  made  for 
the  care  of  the  two  elderly  sisters  on  whom  Compulsory 
Removal  Orders  were  placed  in  1958,  no  opposition  was 
offered  when  application  was  made  to  the  Magistrates  for 
a revocation  of  this  Order. 


Four  persons  were  found  to  be  in  need  of  medical 
and  attention  and  were  persuaded  to  enter  hospital. 


Tuberculosis. 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis,  home  and  clinic  ^eat- 
ment  of  Tuberculosis  are  obtained  through  Dr. 

Chest  Physician,  Old  Cottage  Hospital,  Bridgend  (Tel.  No 
Bridgend  2345).  In  this  work  he  is  assisted  by  an  assistant 
Caiest  Physician.  The  Chest  Physicians  are  also  responsible 
for  the  medical  treatment  of  the  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis at  the  Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation  Hospital. 

As  mdicated  in  previous  reports,  the  incidence  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  continues  to  be  stationary,  except 
that  the  cases  are  now  occurring  in  a higher  age  group. 

The  chronic  cough  in  aged  persons  requires  to  be 
carefully  investigated  as  frequently  ^ese  persons  are 
reservoirs  of  tuberculous  infection  and  it  is  through  them 
that  the  disease  is  spread.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA, 


1. — Water  Supply. 

On  April  1st,  1953,  the  Council  became  constituent 
members  of  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board.  The  other 
members  constituting  this  Board  are:  Cowbridge  Borough, 
Cowbridge  R.D.C.,  Maesteg  U.D.C.,  Ogmore  U.D.C,  and  the 
Penybont  R.D.C. 

The  main  source  of  supply  for  your  area  continues 
to  be  from  the  Craig-yr-Aber  Reservoir,  but  this  supply  is 
supplemented  by  a supply  from  Schwyll. 

In  spite  of  the  droug'ht  conditions  during  the  sum- 
mer months,  the  Board  maintained  a constant  supply  of 
water  to  the  town.  Viewing  in  retrospect  the  extreme 
water  shortage  prior  to  1953,  one  feels  satisfied  that  the 
decision  of  the  Council  to  join  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water 
Board  has  been  fully  justified. 


2. — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  major  portion  of  the  district  is  sewered;  one 
small  section  has  a separate  system  for  surface  water 
drainage,  the  remainder  is  on  a combined  system.  That 
part  of  the  Urban  Area,  west  of  the  railway,  drains  by 
gravity  to  a sea  outfall  near  Iron  Gate  Point.  Most  of  the 
sewage  of  the  Eastern  section  gravitates  to  a pumping 
station  at  Gian  Road,  the  remainder  to  a sea  outfall  situated 
opposite  the  Red  House,  Newton. 


Cesspools. 

The  number  of  cesspools  in  your  area  is  far  in  excess 
of  what  one  would  expect  in  a progressive  town. 

The  proposed  extension  of  the  sewer  along  the  West 
Road  will  mean  the  discontinuation  of  a large  number  of 
cesspools  in  your  area.  During  the  year  the  use  of  6 cess- 
pools in  the  area  were  discontinued  and  the  properties 
connected  to  the  sewer. 

Of  the  64  houses  built  during  1959,  all  were  con- 
nected to  the  sewer. 

The  emptying  and  cleansing  of  cesspools  is  carried 
out  by  the  Council’s  workmen  under  the  direction  of  the 
Surveyor. 
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THE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF 
P TOWN  REFUSE. 

Collection. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council  s own  staff 
under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor.  Residential  quarters  have  a weekly  collection 
of  their  househould  refuse,  whilst  from  business  centres 
and  hotels  the  refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly,  or  more 
frequently  if  the  necessity  exists. 

Ail  refuse  is  collected  in  modem  and  specially  de- 
signed motor  vehicles,  thereby  reducing  to  a minimum  any 
nuisance  which  may  arise. 


Refuse  Disposal. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  “controlled  tipping,”  the 
tip  being  situated  on  the  sand  dunes  to  the  west  of  Rhych 
Avenue.  The  tipping  is  carried  out  in  proper  layer  forma- 
tion, the  refuse  being  levelled  and  top  dressed  with  sand. 

The  tip,  unfortunately,  is  sited  near  New  Road,  and 
in  spite  of  all  the  care  which  is  taken,  the  residents  of  that 
area  have  been  forced  to  tolerate  unpleasant  conditions  for 
many  years.  Such  is  the  concern  of  the  Council  over  these 
complaints  that  action  is  now  being  taken  to  acquire  a more 
suitable  site. 


Back  Lanes. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  back  lanes  of  the 
Disitridt  as  clean  and  passable  as  present  circumstances  will 
allow.  Frequent  inspections  are  made  with  a view  to 
preventing  deposit  and  accumulation  of  refuse  deposit 
thereon.

ERADICATION  OF  INSECT  PESTS 

Sixteen  visits  were  made  to  4 premises. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  was  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Health  Department,  and  the  costs  incurred  were 
recovered  from  the  owner  and/or  occupier  of  the  infested 
premises.  In  every  instance  contact  insecticides  were  used, 
and  the  results  proved  satisfactory. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

A rodent  operator  is  employed  by  the  Council  for 
the  destruction  of  rats  throughout  the  district.  All  com- 
plaints from  private  and  business  premises  were  attended 
to,  the  treatment  being  carried  out  free  of  charge  in  private 
premises,  but  the  cost  of  treatment  at  business  and  com- 
mercial premises  was  recovered.

Mr.  Dicks  reports  that  in  addition  to  the  above,  as 
is  required  by  the  Ministry,  two  sewer  maintenance  treat- 
ments of  the  sewers  within  your  area  were  carried  out.

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^ SCHOOLS  IN  THE  PORTHCAWL  AREA 

Seventeen  visits  were  made  to  schools  during  the 
year.  There  are,  in  your  area,  three  large,  well-equipped 
schools  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

One  modern  Primary  School  is  situated  in  New  Road, 
and  serves  the  East  Ward  of  the  area. 

The  second,  incorporating  all  the  latest  facilities  in 
modem  design,  is  situated  in  the  north  end  of  Suffolk 
Place,  in  the  West  Ward  of  the  area. 

The  third  school  is  a modem  Secondary  School 
situated  in  Park  Avenue,  in  the  West  Ward.  This  latter 
school  is  of  modem  design  and  situated  in  pleasant  sur- 
roundings. 

In  addition  there  are  the  following  schools  in  the

HOUSING. 

General  Observations. 

During  the  year  64  houses  were  erected.  All  were 
built  by  private  enterprise. 

As  in  previous  reports,  I have  again  to  record  that 
erected  by  the  Council  during  the  year 
1959.  When  it  is  realised  that  the  last  house  built  by  the 
Council  was  in  1953,  Members  will  appreciate  that  there 
are  many  urgent  cases  requiring  housing  accommodation, 
ihe  decision  of  the  Council  to  recommence  building  is 
w^come’  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  policy  will  continue  in 
order  to  alleviate  the  hardships  that  exist,  particularly  with 
regard  to  the  aged  persons  who  are  forced  to  live  in  rooms 
or  who  are  tenants  of  large  properties.

Rents  Act,  1957 


This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  6th  July,  1957 
and  follows  upon  the  Rent  and  Repairs  Act  of  1954.  The 
Act  has  two  purposes  in  that  it  frees  from  rent  control 
houses  (including  flats)  above  certain  levels  of  rateable 
value  and  secondly  allows  limited  increases  in  rents  of 
houses  still  under  control.  Opportunity  is  given  tenants, 
upon  whom  increases  of  rent  have  been  imposed,  of  obtain- 
ing general  repairs  sometimes  outside  the  purview  of  the 
Public  Health  Acts. 

Four  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were 
received,  two  were  granted  and  in  the  remaining  two,  the 
landlords  gave  undertakings  to  remedy  the  defects.  Only 
one  certificate  was  revoked. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS

During  the  summer  months  12  sites  were  occupied 
by  holiday  campers  in  tents  and  motor  trailers.  1,221  visits 
were  made  to  camping  sites  in  1959. 

The  problem  of  caravans  is  causing  many  local 
authorities  serious  difficulties  and  the  problem  shows  up 
weaknesses  in  the  present  legislation.  The  growth  of  camp- 
ing,  in  your  area,  continues  and  the  estimated  camping 
population  at  Porthcawl  during  August  (Bank  Holiday) 
week,  1959,  was  18,264  as  compared  with  17,267  for  the 
previous  year;  the  number  of  occupied  moveable  dwellings 
3,681  shows  an  increase  of  116  over  the  figures  for  1958. 

As  pointed  out  in  a previous  report,  the  areas  of  lard 
occupied  by  moveable  dwellings  in  your  District,  are  com- 
mercial sites  where  the  caravans  remain  on  one  pitch  from 
season  to  season,  and  where  extensive  subletting  of 
caravans  takes  palce.  The  licensed  sites  are  in  regular  use 
for  a period  of  seven  months  each  year,  and  consequently 
the  need  for  securing  and  maintaining  satisfactory 
standards  of  sanitation  and  hygiene  is  of  the  utmost 
importance. 

Mr.  Dicks,  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector, 
reports  that  the  weather  conditions  during  the  1959  season 
were  exceptional  and  the  prolonged  periods  of  sunshine 
made  the  season  one  of  the  best  summers  on  record.  Whilst 
it  may  have  contributed  to  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  people  favouring  this  method  of  holidaymaking,  it  should 
however,  be  pointed  out  that  the  growth  of  this  problem 
has  been  continuous  over  a period  of  many  years. 

Despite  the  drought  conditions  a constant  supply  of 
water  was  maintained  to  all  parts  of  the  Area.  Some 
difficulty  was  experienced  with  the  water  supplies  to  a few 
camps,  for  short  intermittent  periods  during  the  time  of 
maximum  “draw  off”.  This  can  be  overcome  by  the  pro- 
vision of  additional  water  storage  tanks,  part  of  this  work 
has  already  been  accomplished  and  the  remainder  can  and 
should  be  completed  before  the  commencement  of  the  next 
season. 


The  camping  sites,  with  two  exceptions,  are  now  in 
reasonable  compliance  with  the  Conditions  attached  to 
Licences  granted  by  the  Council.  Of  the  exceptions  one 
Licensee  has  submitted  plans,  which  have  been  approved  by 
the  Authority,  and  extensive  works  of  improvement 
including  drainage,  regarding  of  areas,  closet  accom- 
modation and  the  provision  of  new  shops  etc.,  are  shown 
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Ihereon.  In  the  other  instance  it  is  regretted  that  no 
further  progress  have  been  made  towards  lultilling  tne 
requirements  of  your  Camping  Conditions,  but  we  are 
informed  that  camping  on  this  site  is  to  be  discontinued.

(Bank  Holiday)  week.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
Milk  Supply. 


The  standard  of  milk  supplied  continues  to  be  high. 
In  recent  years  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  control 
of  the  risk  of  conveying  Tuberculosis  to  humans  through 
milk.  It  is  now  rare  to  receive  a notification  of  Tuberculous 
Peritonitis  or  tuberculosis  of  bone.  This  is  due  to  the  wide 
distribution  of  pasteurised  milk  and  to  the  progress  made 
in  eradicating  the  disease  from  dairy  herds. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Specified 
Areas)  No.  2 Order,  only  Tuberculin  Tested,  Pasteurised 
and  Sterilised  Milk  may  be  retailed  within  your  district.

The  dairies  are  regularly  inspected  and  when 
required,  samples  of  milk  are  sent  for  examination  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory. 


Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955. 

The  regulations  came  into  operation  in  1956,  and  have 
resulted  in  a great  improvement  in  the  handling  and 
distribution  of  food.  It  cannot  be  too  often  stressed  that  a 
heavy  responsibility  is  placed  on  managers  of  hotels,  etc., 
and  persons  handling  food  to  maintain  a high  standard  of 
cleanliness  where  food  is  prepared.  Under  these 
regulations  it  is  an  offence  for  persons  handling  food  to 
smoke  whilst  on  duty.  Although  no  regulations  exist  to 
prevent  customers  smoking  in  food  shops,  signs  stating 
“No  Smoking  Allowed”  would  be  welcome.

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Ice-Cream. 


The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  came 
into  force  on  the  1st  May,  1947.  These  Regulations  pres- 
cribe the  method  by  which  Ice  Cream  should  be  manu- 
factured. The  occupiers  of  all  the  registered  premises 
within  the  Urban  District  are  aware  of  the  requirements  of 
these  Regulations. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  Ice  Cream  that  is  sold 
in  the  town  is  pre-packed  ice-cream,  and  this  should  be 
encouraged  as  there  is  much  less  risk  of  contamination.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  year  under  review  passed  without  any  outbreaks 
of  infectious  diseases.  Although  no  case  of  poliomyelitis 
occurred,  a hasty  conclusion  should  not  be  reached  that 
this  is  the  result  of  the  vaccination  scheme  against  the 
disease  as  it  is  common  to  have  years  when  the  disease  does 
not  occur.  A longer  period  than  one  year  is  required 
before  one  can  with  confidence  state  that  the  anticipated 
control  has  been  achieved. 


During  the  year  every  effort  was  made  to  encourage 
the  public  to  avail  themselves  of  vaccination  against 
poliomyelitis.  It  is  difficult  to  understand  why  the  public 
is  reluctant  to  accept  the  advice  given  through  the  normal 
publicity  channels,  but  will  await  a tragedy  before  taking 
action.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  greatest  impetus  to  the 
campaign  came  following  the  death  of  a well-known 
footballer  from  this  disease.  The  publicity  given  to  his 
death  in  the  national  press,  on  the  radio  and  in  the  recorded 
message  of  the  Minister  of  Health  influenced  thousands  of 
waverers  in  the  15 — 26  year  old  age  group  to  seek 
protection. 

Although  the  problem  of  poliomyelitis  is  at  the 
moment  receiving  the  greatest  publicity,  the  public  must 
not  forget  that  protection  against  smallpox,  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  tuberculosis  is  also  available 
and  should  be  acceped.

N An  examination  of  the  list  of  causes  of  death  in 
your  area  during  the  year  discloses  that  25  persons  died 
from  Coronary  Disease  or  Angina  and  23  from  Cancer.  In 
the  treatment  of  cancer  early  dia^osis  is  necessary.  Those 
who  are  in  a position  to  judge  maintain  that  it  is  abundantly 
clear  that  cancer  education  can  save  a number  of  lives, 
especially  those  suffering  from  the  accessible  cancers  and 
that  it  will  diminish  fear.  The  programmes  seen  on  the 
television  and  newspaper  articles  on  this  problem  are 
therefore  welcome  and  should  do  good  in  this  field. 

During  1959,  The  Mental  Health  Act  received  Royal 
Assent  and  comes  into  force  in  November,  1960.  This  Act 
emphasises  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  treat  the 
mentally  ill  early  and  at  home.  It  is  revolutionary  in  its 
outlook  and  the  success  of  this  new  approach  will  be  a 
challenge  to  all  mental  health  workers  and  the  general 
public. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  to  the  Council, 
my  appreciation  of  the  interest  shown  by  Members  in 
matters  affecting  public  health  and  to  thank  Dr.  Kathleen 
Davies  and  Dr.  B.  T.  Jones,  for  deputising  for  me  when 
required.  I would  also  like  to  thank  the  staff  for  their 
co-operation  and  particularly  Mr.  Dicks,  the  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  the  other  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  their  assistance  during  the  year 
and  for  furnishing  me  with  the  necessary  figures  for  this 
Report.
